REMARKS 

The undersigned would like to thank the Examiner for the courtesy of a telephone 
interview on January 30, 2002. In that interview, the Examiner indicated that claim 43 would 
appear to be in better condition for allowance if "form" were replaced with —manikin—, if 
"about" were deleted in line 5, and if a limitation were added that the magnetic assembly were a 
cup magnetic assembly comprising a cup serving as a pole piece. These amendments have been 
made in the present Supplemental Amendment. 

Prior to this supplemental response, claims 43-62, 65-78, and 94 were pending with this 
case. This response adds new claim 95. Claims 43-62, 65-78, and 94-95 are pending with this 
response. No new matter has been added by amendment. 



The Amendments to the Claims 

Claim 43 has been amended to add the limitation that said magnetic assembly is a cup 
magnetic assembly comprising a cup serving as a pole piece. This limitation is supported at page 
5, lines 10-14 of the specification as filed. Claim 43 has also been amended to delete "about" 
prior to "one-quarter of an inch" in line 5. Claim 43 has further been amended to replace "form" 
with —manikin". This amendment is supported at page 2, line 30 of the specification as filed. 

Claims 44-62, 65-78, and 94 have also been amended to replace "form" with -manikin— 
for consistency with amended claim 43. 

Claims 48, 52-54, 56, 60, 67, and 78 have been amended to further clarify what the 
applicants regard as their invention. In particular, "about" has been deleted from line 2 of each 
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
